The lights burn late these nights in Suite 
300, 1255 Post St., as Lynn (Pappy) Waldorf 
and his chief aide, Roy Gilbert, check and re- 
check the 49er draft list for 1961. 


Before he goes home, Pappy takes special 
care of an envelope containing the names of 
the 250 college football players most highly 
regarded by the 49er scouting force. This 
envelope is locked in the office safe each eve- 
ning for it represents an outlay of $125,000 
—yearly cost of San Francisco’s talent search. 


As surprising as it may be to the chronic 
harbingers of doom, there are still 625 colleges 
with football teams. Pappy estimates that 
there are approximately 10 seniors on each 
team for a nation-wide total of 6,250. The 
49ers have received complete reports on 1,200 
lads rated as professional prospects. The file 
cards on many of the individuals are volumi- 
nous, having been compiled over a three-year 
period.

With 60 scouts on the payroll, plus the en- 
tire 49er coaching staff, Pappy heads up quite 
an organization. The Portly One personally 
traveled more than 60,000 miles in 1960, pop- 
ping up at 100 schools for practice sessions and 
confabs with collegiate mentors. 


He believes this has been a vintage year for 
linemen. 


“T’ve never seen so many big, fast players in 
my life,” Pappy says. “I think we got three of 
the best as redshirts (players with another 
season of college eligibility) last December 
when we drafted Carl Kammerer of College of 


Pacific, Dean Hinshaw of Stanford and Ernie 
Hansen of Arizona State at Flagstaff.” 


The hefty Hansen—6-4, 250 pounds—was 
a four-year letterman for Flagstaff, perform- 
ing at center and linebacker, and signed his 
1961 49er contract last week. Hinshaw and 
Kammerer will play for the West in the annual 
Shrine classic at Kezar.

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National Football League clubs have aver- 
aged five rookies per club, which means that 
around 70 newcomers will start drawing pay- 
checks from the 14 clubs (the Minnesota Vi- 
kings will be on hand) next fall. The 49ers are 
far above the average for two years with a 
total of 17 new players in 1959-60.

Please Keep the 
Field Clear 


The Recreation and Park Board, the police de- 
partment and the 49ers sincerely request your 
cooperation in keeping the playing field clear— 
before, during and after the game. 


Game officials are under instructions from 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle of the National Foot- 
ball League to halt play when spectators go on 
the field or mill around the sidelines.
